Background: In a letter to the Commission dated February 4, 2019, the Governor requested
the Michigan Public Service Commission conduct a statewide energy assessment which reviews
the supply and deliverability of natural gas, electricity, propane, and continency planning. The
letter is in response to the cold weather events of January 29-31 combined with the fire at CE’s
Ray Compressor Station, which tightened the supply of natural gas supply to heat homes, at the
same time MISO had declared all electric generation to run at maximum capacity (including gas-
fired electric generation). The resulting temporary shortage required a statewide appeal to
conserve natural gas.
